Washington, D. C., Sept. 29.—[Special.]— 
With the submission today to the house of 
representatives of the report of the confer- 
ence committee on the tariff bill, the work 
of the Democratic party in connection with 
the revision of customs duties may be said 
to have been accomplished. 

This report will be adopted by both houses 
without change. The lower chamber will act 
favorably on Wednesday and the senate later 
in the week. The president promptly will 
sign the measure. 

Simultaneously he will issue a laudatory 
Statement on the labors of the Democrats 
in congress, and also will call the attention 
of the country to the fact that the Demo- 
cratic party is losing no time in performing 
the pledges on which it asked for govern- 
mental power.

attention and imagination of the press and 
public both here and abroad to a considera- 
ble extent. , 

The sudden iliness of Princess Victoria 
of Hohenzollern, the bride of ex-King Man- 
uel of Portugal, while on her honeymoon 
near Munich, and the mystery with which 
it has been surrounded have given rise toa 
flood of rumors, none of which appear to be 
based on actual knowledge. 

Some German papers broadly hint at what 
is declared to be the real nature of the ill- 
ness of the bride, from which conclusions 
are drawn which are based to a large extent 
on the alleged past life of the ex-king. A 
report from Munich via Vienna says the 
princess will return to her home at Sigmarin- 
gen and it is alleged that she has said she 
never will live with her husband again. 


Will Not Reform Husband, 

A report came from Munich this morning 
that the bride of the ex-king cannot leave 
the hospital there for two weeks, after which 
she will go to her father’s castle at Sigmar- 
ingen, while ex-King Manuel will go to his 
home at Twickenham, near Richmond, Bng- 
land, and that the princess will not join him 
there this winter. 

A report from Munich this evening says 
the princess will be taken to the Black For- 
est in a few days, where she will remain 
until she recovers from her attack of in- 
fluenza.

When Michael Moran of New York City 
went to San Francisco seeking health he 
met W. A. Peck, representative of an Ohio 
automobile concern.

One day when Moran was feeling worse 
than usual and felt he was going to die, Peck 
tried to cheer him up. 

“What do you care if you do pass out? ’”’ 
he asked as a joke. “I'll take you back to 
New York in an automobile hearse. Think of 
that! A funeral from coast to coast! "’ 

Moran gave his friend a sour look and went 
back to the tuberculosis hospital. Soon after 
Peck drifted somewhere along the coast and 
forgot about the promise he had made. 

Moran died on Aug. 14. When he knew he 
could not live more than a few hours he 
called the nurse to his bedside. 

“T want you to find W: A. Peck some- 
where,’ he sald, “and give him this $5,000, 
remind him of a promise he made to me, and 
tell him to spend it on the trfp.”’ 

The nurse called the superintendent, who 
agreed to carry out Moran's last wishes. 
Peck was found in Seattle. Then it took 
several days more to make arrangements 
for the hearse,

Senator Rallies When Death 
Was Feared; Recovery 
Hinges on Vitality. 


DOCTORS SEE SOME GAIN.

Leader Kept Secret for 
Several Days. 


Nahant, Mags., Sept. 29—Unite: S:ates 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, senior member 
of the Massachusetts delegation in congress, 
who was operated upon Friday for a gastric 
ulcer, was, according to his physicians to- 
night, “ notentirely out of danger.”’ 

News of the senator’s illness leaked out by 
accident today. Then it was learned that for 
twenty-four hours following the operation 
his life had been despaired of. The operation 
itself, his physicians sald, was successful, 
but the patient was weakened by his labors 


' at the extra session of congress and did not 


have the vitality to rally seemed from the 
shock. 

His recovery, according to os ¥. B. Har~- 
rington, one of his physicians, is largely a 
matter of vitality, in which his 64 years must 
be taken into consideration. According to 
Dr. Frederick Winslow, another of the physi- 
clans, the senator’s condition late tonight 
was “ excellent.” 


Senator Passes Through Crisis. 

The silence of the Lodge household at Bast- 
ern Point was broken for the first time since 
the senator’s return from Weshington by 
his secretary, E. T. Clark, who gave out 
the following statement tonight: 

‘Senator Lodge was operated on last Fri- 
day for a gastric ulcer. The senator had 
been suffering for some days with what was 
thought to be an attack of indigestion, but 
his condition became so critical that the 
physicians found an immediate operation 
necessary. Dr. Harrington and Dr. Wins- 
low, who are in charge of the case today, 
pronounced the senator’s condition entirely 
satisfactory.” 

Secrecy had been maintained at the request 
of the senator himself, it was said, and two 
policemen maintained a guard around the es- 
tate. 

Even some of the senator’s most intimate 
friends were surprised to learn of the serious 
nature of his illness. He had returned from 
Washington ten days ago, complaining thgt 
he was tired and wanted a rest. 


Immediate Operation Necessary. 

In the seclusion of his estate on Massa- 
chusetts bay he took many short strolls, 
but on Wednesday he complained of the in- 
creasing severity of his indisposition. 

On Thursday he called in the family phy- 
sician, Dr. Laurence Cusick, who found the 
senator suffering from an ulcer of the 
stomach. The growth was acutely de- 
veloped, he said, and he advised an imme- 
diate operation. 

This met with the opposition of Senator 
Lodge, who thought such a step unnecessary 
and believed he was too weak to go under 
the knife. 

The family, greatly worried, called in 
Drs. Harrington and Winslow, who con- 
firmed the diagnosis of Dr. Cusick and said 
an operation was necessary to save the 
patient's life. 

Dr. Harrington performed the operation 
Friday, assisted by Dr. Winslow. A slight 
rally on Saturday was not satisfactory to 
the physicians and another consultation was 
held Sunday. By this time a still further 
gain, though slight, offered more encourage- 
ment and Dr. Winslow's report on his con- 
dition late tonight as “ excellent "’ indicated 
additional improvement. 


LUMBERMAN AND GOLFER DIES. 


Ben Collins Jr. Passes Away at His Res- 
idence—Funeral Arrangements 
Not Yet Completed. 


Ben Collinge Jr., president of the Collins 
Lumber company and one of the leading 
golfers at the Midlothian club, died yester- 
day at his residence, 5304 Cornell avenue, 
of diabetes. He was 42 years old. 

Mr. Collins was born in Richwood, Ky., and 
moved to Chicago early in life. He became 
known in Chicago through his activities in 
the local lumber dealers’ associations, in 
which he served in various offices. He was 
a member of the South Shore, the Union 
league, and the Chicago Yacht clubs. He 
leaves no children. Funeral arrangements 
have not been completed, but the services 
from the residence probably will be held to- 
morrow.

BLACKMAIL PLEA IS BARRED. 


Judge Orders Verdict on Merits of Ac- 
cusations in Indictment.

Los Angeles, Cal., Sept. 29.—George H. 
Bixby, a millionaire of Long Beach, Cal., 
charged with having contributed to the 
downfall of minor-young women, was found 
not guilty by a jury tonight. 

Bixby was tried on one of two indictments 
based on charges preferred against him by } 
Cleo Helen Barker and Marie Brown-Levy- 
under aged habitues of a resort, the pro- 
prietor of which, Mrs. Emma J. Goodman, Is 
now serving a prison sentence as a procuress. 
Bixby’s defense was that he had visited 
the resort only asa philanthropist who had 
spent thousands of dollars to save young 
girls, and had been requited by being made 
the victim of a blackmail conspiracy. 


Judge Bars Conspiracy Defense. 
In charging the jury, Judge Benjamin F. 
Bledsoe of San Bernardino county instructed 
its members to disregard the allegations of 
conspiracy made by Bixby himself on the 
witness stand and to convict him if he was 
deemed guilty beyond a reasonable doubt of 
the offense charged against him. 

This offense related to the millionaire’s 
alleged relations with the Barker girl, who 
is 19 years old and one of three young wom- 
en who have sued Bixby for $150,000 dam- 
ages. These suits figured prominently in 
Bixby's statements on the witness stand and 
were part of the groundwork for his defense 
that he was the victim of a conspiracy to 
blackmail.

New York Progressive Leader 
Felled by Paralysis at- 
Fusionist Meeting. 


HIS CONDITION IS SERIOUS. 


Collapses After Notifying John 
Purroy Mitchel of His Nomi- 
nation for Mayor. 


New York, Sept. 29.—[Special.]—Timothy 
L. Woodruff, three times lieutenant governor 
of this state, suffered a stroke of paralysis 
tonight when he was delivering a speech 
at Cooper Union notifying John Purroy 
Mitchel of his nomination for fusionist mayor. 

Mr. Woodruff was able to put a concluding 
paragraph or two on his speech before his 
friends saw that he was on the point of 
collapse. 

Helped Off the Stage. 

While the audience was applauding what 
they supposed to be the end of his address 
five or six men on the platform ran up to 
Mr. Woodruff and helped him off the stage. 
Hasty examination by physicians showed 
that his left side was partially paralyzed. 
He did not lose consciousness. 

He went home in his automobile with Mrs. 
Woodruff to Cariton house and his family 
physicians were hurriedly summoned. Heis 
said to be in a serious condition. | 

Few of the people who filled the assembly 
room at Cooper Union realized that anything 
was amiss. Mr. Woodruff carried through 
his speech with his customary vigor until 
he was within a few paragraphs of the end. 


Kept Audience in Ignorance. 

Despite the emphasis which Mr. Woodruff 
threw into his speech it was seen as he pro- 
ceeded that he was speaking with difficulty. 
He frequently brushed a handkerchief across 
his forehead and more than once reached 
for aglass of water. It was the water pitcher 
which tought Mr. Woodruff his first laugh 
from the audience. 

“I'm not a Democrat like Mr. Coudert,” 
he said, “‘ and therefore I have a quenchable 
thirst."’ 

With that Mr. Woodruff took a large, white 
pitcher which was standing on the speaker's 
desk, leaned over, and set it on the floor. 
Mr. Woodruff is not a slender man, and the 
exertion brought the blood into his face. He 
did not lose the flush until many minutes 
later, when his illness became apparent to 
those who were watching him most closely. 

During his speech Mr. Woodruff had turned 
to Mr. Mitchel and complained of a pain in 
his left knee. 


HENRY WALKER BISHOP DEAD. 


Pioneer Chicago Lawyer Succumbs at 
Summer Residence in Pittsfield, 
Mass.—Burial Today. 


Henry Walker Bishop, close friend and col- 
league of the late Judges Blodgett and Drum- 
mond and resident of Chicago since 1863, died 
yesterday at his summer residence in Pitts- 
field, Mass. He was horn in Lenox, Mass., 
the son of Henry W. E/ shop.

The conferees eliminated the provisions in- 
serted by the senate at the instance of Sena- 
tor Borah denying entry into the American 
market of goods manufactured by children 
under 14 years of age. They also struck a 
blow at civil service and went far toward the 
restoration of the old spoils system. The 
- house bill provided that persons to collect the 
'imeome tax should be appointed without 
reference to the civil service eligibie list. This 
applied the spoils system to the appointment 
of all income tax collectors. 


Widens Duties of Employes. 

But the conference agreement has gone 
uruch further. It provides that any person 
amployed to collect the income tax may be 
utilized by the secretary of the treasury in 
the general service of the internal revenue 
bureau. The conference report also struck 
out a provision of the senate bill that when 
a civil service employé of the internal rev- 
enue bureau is detailed for income tax work 
he shall retain his civil service status. 

The effect of these two provisions is this: 

Employés; of the internal revenue bureau 
now under civil service regulations may be 
detailed to field work in connection with the 
imcome tax. This detail will have the effect 
of depriving them of their civil service status, 
and they can therefore be removed at the will 
of the secretary of the treasury. 


Provides Way for Spoilsmen. 
The other provision that employés appoint- 
ed without civil service examination as col- 
lectors of the income tax may be employed 
in the general work of the internal revenue 
bureau means that the places of civil service 
employés removed without cause by the sec- 
retary of the treasury can be filled by the 
transfer of non-civil service appointees to 

the general work of the revenue bureau.

NATION’S RICH MEN 


Reports So Far Received Un- 
satisfactory; Plans Better 
Income Tax Census. 


AUTHOR OF CLAUSE TALKS 


Representative Hull Makes De- 
tailed Explanation to Per- 
sons Affected. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. | 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 20/—(Special.j— 
The commissioner of internal revenue today 
made public the estimates on incomes for 
the middie west. 

These estimates show that far more wealth 
is distributed in Illinois outside of Chicago 
than in the city. The commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue !g inclined to believe the re- 
ports are so far from correct that he will 
not use them to any extent in his pians for 
the collection of the income tax. ° 

According to his statement today, 12,000 
citizens of Chicago have incomes reiging 
from $3,000 to $20,000 per year, while 12,800 
citizens of the Highth district, which has 
its headquarters in Springfield, have in- 
comes within this scope. Only 5,000 individ- 
uals in the Fifth district, with headquarters 
at Peoria, are listed. 


Districts Vary as to Fortunes. 
Likewise in Indiana there is a great va- 
riance. in districts. The collector for the 
Sixth district reported over 20,000 taxable 


‘incomes, and the oollecter for the Seventh 


district reported only 6,000. 

Iowa's incomes will be largely taxed, the 
collector for that state reporting nearly 17,- 
000 taxabie fortunes. Wisconsin has a few 
over 10,000, Michigan close to 12,000, and 
Minnesota about 4,000. 

A feature about the Minnesota income esti- 
mate is that the collector declares there are 
150 men in. the state with incomes upwards 
of $100,000 annually, while in Chicago the 
collector reported only thirty-five persons 
with incomes above the $100,000 mark. 

Large fortunes seem to predominate in 
Minnesota, for there are 1,000 men rated with 
incomes between $20,000 and $50,000, as 
against 500 in Chicago and 1,000 in the whole 
state of Illinois; 500 with incomes between 
$50,000 and $100,000, as against 175in Chicago 
and 275 in Illinols, and 150 over §100,000, as 
against 50 In Illinois, et

Expects Flood of Questions. 

The treasury department is preparing f 
flood of questions about the new income tax, 
realizing that this feature of the tariff bill 
about to become law strikes more intimately 
at the tax paying citizen than do the indirect 
taxes collected through the customs duties. 

One of the first steps taken to get general 
information before the public will be to dis- 
tribute income tax blanks through postottices, 
internal revenue officers, and other federal 
agencies. However, the fact that he does not 
receive a blank or a request to pay the tax 
will not exempt a taxable person from the 
penalties of the law. 

Representative Cordell Hull of Tennessee, 
who drew the income tax provision of the 
tariff bill which will soon become law, made 
public today a detailed explanation of the 
tax plan as it will touch the individual cit- 


izen. 


Making Returns Not Difficult. 

“The treasury regulations soon to be pre- 
pared will make clear to every taxpayer the 
requirements of the law and its application 
to income derived from the various kinds of 
business,” Mr. Hull said. ‘‘ Any person who 
keeps familiar with his business affairs, dur- 
ing the year should have no difficulty in 
executing his tax return. 

“ The income tax is divided into two phases, 
the ‘normal’ tax of 1 per cent on the whole 
income above $3,000, and the additional tax 
that begins with an extra 1 per cent above 
$20,000 and is graduated to 6 per cent above 
$500,000. Wherever the income tax is paid

‘at the source’ by a corporation for its | 


employés or in similar cases, only the 1 per 
cent normal tax is so paid. 

‘The individual has to pay any additional 
tax himself. The provisions of the law re- 


quiring the tax to be withheld at the source 


does not take effect until Nov. 1, 1913. 
Tax Must Be Paid June 30. 


‘* For the first year the citizen will make 
return to the local internal revenue collector 
before March 1, 1914, as to his earnings from 
March 1, 1913, to the end of this year. The 
collector will notify him on June 1 how much 
he owes and the tax must be paid by June 30.

Sources of Income Taxable. 

“ The net income includes all income from 
salaries or any compensation for personal 
services; incomes from trades, professions, 
business, or commerce; from sales or deal- 
ings in personal property or real estate; from 
interest, rent, dividends from securities; for 
all business carried on for gain. 

** Bequests will not be considered income, 
nor will life insurance paid to a beneficiary or 
returned to the insured person asa‘ paidup’ 
or ‘surrendered policy’ be taxable. Inter- 
est on such property will be included as in- 
come, however. 

“ The amount that may be deducted from a 
total income includes the cost of carrying on 
business, actual losses, depreciation allow- 
ances, and tax exempt or tax paid money. 
Living expenses cannot be deducted, nor 
can money spent for permanent improve- 
ments to property. 


Forms Soon Will Be Ready. 

“The form that is to be filled out by the 
taxpayer will be drawn up soon by the com- 
missioner of internal revenue. The tax- 
payer will have to give his gross revenue and 
then specify and claim the deductions to 
which he feels entitled. 

“Unless a man’s income tax is * paid at 
the source’ he must hunt up a tax blank, fill 
it out, and see that it finds ite way to the 
proper federal official in his district before 
March 1, 1914. 

‘Firms, corporations, and the like having 
the handling of interest, rents, salaries, or 
other portions of the income of any citizen 
are compelled to deduct the tax for the in- 
dividual and pay it to the government. The 
individual then will receive a receipt show- 
ing he has paid his tax.”

REDMOND’S WORDS BREAK UP

LONDON, Sept. 30, 3 a. m.—The sudden 
and unexpected dissolution of the " Brodick 
cabinet ’’ has dumfounded the political 
newsmongers. Some ascribe it to the fact 
that John Redmonti's speech of Sunday night 
has shown the uselessness’ of trying to ar- 
range a conference on the Irish question. 
The lid, however, has been kept so tight on 
the ministerial doings on the Isle of Arran 
that speculation leads to nowhere, and it 
is still wholly unknown whether or not the 
Ulster problem had anything to do with 
drawing the members of the cabinet to 
Brodick. The morning papers are filled 
with rumors and discussions based thereon. 


for Disposal of Waste 
After Oct. 1.

The garbage question, is in another serious 
muddle. The appraisers have failed to agree 
upon the price which the city shall pay 
for the plant of the Chicago Reduction com- 
pany. The city will be without any means 
of disposing of its garbage if the appraisers 
are unable to agree by midnight of Oct.'1, 
which is tomorrow. 

It is said the valuators are in a deadlock. 
The sticking point is the “ going value,” 
which the city agreed to allow. “ Going 
value’ of an auto that won't “ go” would 
be its selling price for junk. “Going value ” 
of a garbage reduction plant that its builder 
and manager for five years has sworn can’t 
*“ go "’—without the city contract—might. be 
a Gifficult problem for any appraiser. 


Builder’s Words Cited. 


The builder and former manager is. 


Charlies Turner. In a suit against the Chi- 
cago Reduction company, filed on Aug. 15, 
1911, he said the company would be forced 
out of business ifiit lost the city contract. 
His exact language on page 40 of the bil 
reads: ' 

The garbage contract with the city of 
Chicago will expire on Sept. 1, 1913. It 
is entirely problematical and indeed 
very doubtful whether the Chicago Re- 
duction company will be able to renew 
@aid contract or obtain a new contract 
from the city of Chicago for the reduction 
and disposal of its garbage. 

The success and prosperity of the Chi- 
cago Reduction company depend entirely 
upon its contract with the city of Chicago, 
and if it fails to get a renewal of its 
garbage contract existing with the city, 
then the company will be forced to go out 
of business. 

The company failed, as Turner predicted, 
to get a renewal of its contract, yet the ap- 
praisers are considering the amount to be 
allowed for “‘ going value.” The appraisers, 
however, do not seem at fault. The coun- 
cil ordered an estimate of “ going value," at 
the suggestion of Mayor Harrison. 


Experts Differ on Value. 

Because of the critical situation over the 
appraisal a conference was held yesterday 
afternoon in the office of the commissioner 
of public works. There were present Com- 
missioner McGann, Health Commissioner 
Young, Corporation Counsel Sexton, Con- 
troller Traeger and Henry A. Allen, the city’s 
appraiser. The meeting is said to have been 
called because Mayor Harrison is away in 
Canada and Mr. Allen wanted some advice 
and instructions. According to rumor his 
“going value” figure is $318,000; that of 
Harold Almert for the company is said to be 
$393,000, and that of Leonard Metcalf, the 
arbiter, between $348,000 and. $364,000, while 
the valuation of the Woman's party is 
$295,000. 

After the conference it was said by one of 
the participants he expected an agreement 
would be reached today. That was inter- 
preted to mean the department heads had 
advised Mr. Allen to all but capitulate and 
accept approximately the figures of the ar- 
biter. The difference, it is reported, will add 
a $50,000 burden to the city’s treasury. 


Appraisal Too Late. 

According to the terms of the sale and valu- 
ation, the appraisal is now too late for the 
city to exercise the privileges extended to it 
by the contract. The contract gives the city 
four days to’go over the appraisal transcript, 
and it provides the city must pay the money 
on or before Oct. 1-

Denkewalter, it was shown, géts $12.50 a 
week for his services as “secretary and 
treasurer” of the Manhattan Distributing 
company and an equal amount as stock clerk 
for J. B. Millet & Co., a Boston publishing 
house. He testified he has three savings 
accounts and acts as “ cashier’’ for the 
Millet company, carrying the funds of the 
concern in his pocket. 

Attorney Gesas tried to show Herbert O. 
Tomlinson, one of the “ de luxe ”’ partners, 
had intrusted Denkewalter with a large 
amount of a secret fund alleged to have 
been withdrawn from the corporation just 
prior to the filing of the bankruptcy petition, 
and that this money constituted Denke- 
walter’s savings accounts. 

Denkewalter denied Tomlinson had given 
him money to hold intrust. The witness was 
ordered to produce his bank books, and 
Trustee McKey announced he will call on 
the banks to produce Denkewalter’s deposit 
slips. 

Relatives in Concern. 

The Manhattan Distributing company is a 
mew book concern, organized, it was said, 
a few days subsequent to the “de luxe”’ 
crash on July 27. Tomlinson, Denkewalter 
said, is general manager at a salary of $125 
@ week. Attorney Frank L. De Lay, Tomlin- 
son's brother-in-law and legal representa- 
tive in the “ de luxe” litigation, was named 
as president of the new corporation. 

Denkewalter, it was shown, bought about 
$500 worth of books from the “ de luxe”’ 
firm and sold some of the stuff to Edward T. 
Kelly company. Walter E. Denkewalter, a 
brother, is secretary of the Kelly firm. The 
two men live in the same house.

El Paso, Tex., Sept. 29.—That ten American

“ The American soldiers, as proven by the 
het in the possession of the military authori- 
ties of Juarez, trespassed on Mexican terri- 
tory,” sald Inspector of Mexican Consulates 
Miguel EB.

being conducted by the Mexican authorities 
and a report of the affair will be made tothe 
respective authorities.”

HEAR THE CASE. 

Colombia's grievances against the United 
States have always found a closed door 
because of the prevailing American opinion 
that there could be no equity in the claims 
of a nation caught go openly in sharp and dis- 
honest practices. The Roosevelt retort, 
fostering and protecting the republic of 
Panama, was accepted, generally, as a piece 
ef larger justice and Colombia, raging in its 
discomfiture, was observed with amusement. 

Colombians have never ceased to press 
their demand for arbitration and it has been 
an unusual procedure for the United States 
to be deaf to such an appeal. The prevail- 
ing opinion that a small rascal hurt by his 
own tricks was the plaintiff explains the in- 
difference and obduracy here. 

It is reported now that Secretary Bryan 
willing to accept the demand for arbitra- 
tion. It is altogether better so; better pol- 
icy and fair justice. The United States 
should give Colombia a chance to put its 
loss in figures and present a statement of 
its damages toan impartialcourt. If it have 
in equity a claim for damages the claim 
should be met. A nice regard for our na- 
tonal honor requires at least a hearing.

There is no indication yet that the ma- 
jority of Scotch ask for a Scotch pariia- 
ment, but the demand is increasing in that 
part of the United Kingdom, and with home 
rule a fact in Ireland the same principle may 
have to be applied in Scotland. 

At present the country is not ready for 
this readjustment, and the Liberals are 
confronted with the necessity of allaying 
the Ulster trouble without daring to use 
force to subdue it. 


WHAT THE GRAVE COVERS. 

In March, 1911, fire started im the fac- 
tory of the Triangle Waist company in New 
York and 147 girls lost their lives. Fifty 
bodies, some of them burned to cinders, 
lying in a heap in front of a bolted door on 
the ninth floor of the factory, made clear the 
cause of the staggering loss of life. Escape 
had been cut off to these unfortunates by the 
locked door. 

| When the trial of the owners of the Tri- 
angle shop, Max Blanck and Isaac Harris, 
was called, the state produced in court a part 
of that lll fated door with the bolted lock in 
it. Evidence was heaped mountain high 
to prove that the girls in the Triangle shop 
were always locked in like cattle thronghout 
the working day. Had the doors been open, 
witness after witness testified, most of the 
victims, if not all, might have saved them- 
selves. 

The record of Harris and Blanck was 
brought to light. It wasfound that they had 
had about half a dozen fires in their estab- 
lishment on various occasions prior to the 
great holocaust, and that in each of these 
fires the workers had a narrow escape from 
death. The trial lasted five weeka. The 
judge's charge to the jury lasted an hour. 
In that charge the judge, singularly enough, 
had nothing to say about the bolted lock, 
which really fixed the blame for the death of 
147 persons. Harris and Blanck went free. 

The other day Max Blanck was again 
arrested. He was found guilty of having 
the doors of his factory locked, as they were 
locked on the day of each fire. Justice was 
meted out to him. He was fined $20, 

When Harris and Blanck were acquitted 
of the manslaughter charge at the first trial 
the alien parents and friends of 147 victims 
of the Triangle fire wept hysterically and 
declared that there is no justice for poor 
people in America, and that the law is here 
solely to protect the rich and oppress the 
poor. If this unbelievable report is true, 
what must they, what must we think? 

There is a saying, “ what the grave covers 
is speedily forgotten.” But the 147 victims 
of the Triangle fire, now earth covered, 
should not be forgotten. They should serve 
as a reminder that, in spite of all recent 
crusades for safety in factories, there are 
still scores of thousands of girls in New York 
and elsewhere whose lives might be snuffed 
out any moment by locked factory doors. 
A heavy fine and a prison term for Max 
Blanck would have served as a warning to 
others of his kind that they cannot endanger 
lives of employés with impunity, The fine 
of $20 only strengthens Max Blanck and 
manufacturers of his type in the view they 
now hold, and’which many of them privately 
express not only in actions but in words also, 
that the workers they employ are merely 
* rats,” whose life or death nobody, no court 
or jury, takes very seriously.

HOUSING. 

HARLES DICKENSeald: “Ihave 

systematically tried to turn fiction 

to the good account of showing the 

preventable wretchedness and mis- 

ery in which the masses of the peo- 
ple dwell and of expressing again and again 
the conviction, founded upon observation, 
that the reform of their habitations must 
precede all other reforms, and that without 
it all other reforms must fail.” 

The National Housing association priuts 
the above quotation from Dickens as a 
part of its appeal for moralsupport. At the 
American Public Health association meeting 
no group was more energetic than that 
whose members believe that health cannot 
make much headway until housing condi- 
tions are improved. 

~~ 

In addition to the papers read Messrs. 
Veillier and Ihider circulated a bulletin 
called “ Housing Betterment.” This bulle- 
tin is for the purpose of keeping others in- 
formed of gains made in different parts of 
the country. 

From it we learn that Massachusetts last 
year passed an excellent tenement house law 
for towns and that a dozen or more towns 
are getting busy under it. It applies to 
small cities that correspond in ize to Elgin, 
Alton, Bloomington, and other places that 
have an idea that they have no housing 
troubles. 

We learn that Boston raised its standards 
last year. In Toronto Dr. Hastings and 
the city council are helping the Toronto 
Housing company in some plane for im- 
proved housing. — 

One of the most striking articles is the 
speech of Mr. Atwood of the Kansas City 
real estate board. That board held an annua! 
banquet to which it invited two members 
of the public welfare board. When these 
two members charged that babies born in 
extremely poor homes had no chance to live 
to manhood and proved it by Kansas City 
figures and maps Mr. Atwood threw his 
prepared speech into the waste paper bas- 
ket and spoke his sentiments.

The bulletin tells of Judge Kavanagh's 
decision that the Chicago health depart 
ment had a right to stop the building of a 
house where it was necessary in order to pro- 
tect citizens from insanitary conditions, and 
an injunction to restrain it was dissolved. 
The Chicago Association of Commerce has 
indorsed an appeal to be made to the city 
council to provide for a housing survey. 

In Cincinnati the chamber of commerce 


.is organizing two housing campaigns to erect 


and manage wage earners’ dwellings. In 
Hamilton, Ont., the board of trade has a 
newly formed housing committee. One pur-

skyscraper problem. Borough President Mc- 
Aneny has appointed an advisory commis- 
sion on the height, size, and arrangement of 
buildings. Two proposals are now under dis- 
cussion: 

1. That a uniform cornice line shall be 
established at 100 feet above cornice level, 
and that any portion of a building rising 
above this line shall be set back on all sides 
sufficiently so that it cannot interfere with 
the light and ventilation of the street an] 
of neighboring buildings. 

2. That the city be divided into districts, 
with greater restrictions in the outlying 
sections than in thase already dominated 
by skyscrapers.

EWIS HARCOURT, British secretary 

of state for the colonies, and married 

to Miss Mary Burns of New York, 

niece of the late J. Pierpont Morgan, 

has just given his name to a harbor 

which is destined to become the principal 
seaport of the entire west coast of Africa. 

The west coast has been until now lamen- 
tably deficient in this respect, and there is 
no doubt that the lack of any hasvor facili- 
ties has contributed to retard the develop- 
ment of the west coast of the dara continent, 
and also of the hinterland. 

One would have thought that the whole 
coast line had been explored, but, to the 
amazement of everybody, Lieut. Hughes, 
R. N., commanding the English government 
yacht Ivy, while cruising along the west 
coast, near where the river bouny runs 
into the sea, discovered a creek not shown on 
any map or chart. 

Steaming up this creek and around a bend, 
preceded by a motor launch taking sound- 
ings, the exploring party suddenly came upon 
a series of rocky cliffs extending for several 
miles, averaging fifty feet above high water, 
and showing a depth right alongside of no 
less than seventy feet of water. 

The party managed with some diluculty to 
scale the cliffs, and, after cutting through 
some almost impenetrable vegetation twelve 
feet in height, encountered natives who, while 
friendly, had never been’ visited tnere by 
white men. 

atnn 

The creek now turns out to be one of the 
numerous outlets of the river Bonny to the 
sea, but at the same time the deepest one. 
The rock has been surveyed and cleared, 
and is at present being converted into the 
terminus of the Nigerian railroad, a whole 
town having sprung up, with wharves, rail- 
road shops, warehouses, etc.—everything 
needed, indeed, to develop the place into 
a great seaport, with a wonderfully protected 
harbor, where vessels of the heaviest ton- 
nage can come right alongside the wharves 
instead of being obliged to load and unload 
their freight several miles out at sea, after 


being conveyed with difficulty through the. 


heavy surf of the Atlantic ocean. 

The harbor is a wonderfully sheltered one, 
with a comparatively narrow ehtrance, It 
was that which led Lieut. Hughes, on first 
discovering it, to believe that it was a mere 
creek. 

The new railroad from Port Harcourt will 
be 600 miles in length, and will extend to the 
Udi coal fields, thence to the Bunue 
river, along the edge of the Bauchi plateau, 
connecting at the Kaduna river with the 
existing system of Nigerian raliroads. 


—-~ 

Lewis Harcourt was reluctant to yield to 
the suggestion of Gen. Sir Frederick Lugard, 
the governor general of Nigeria, that this 
wonderful West African harbor should be 
called by his name. 

However, King George, on hearing about 
the matter—he is keenly interested in the 
enterprise—insisted that it should be known 
as Port Harcourt, and thus Mr. Harcourt’s 
administration of the colonial department is 
destined to be rendered memorable for all 
time. 

It is regarded as a special honor when 
the British crown permits the name of one 
of its statesmen to be thus bestowed upon 
a new city. Queen Victoria was considered 
to have greatly distinguished in this fashion 
the late Earl of Kimberley when the author- 
ized him during his tenure of the secretary- 
ship of state for the colonies to give his 
name to the city of Kimberley, now one of the 
great centers of the diamond mining industry 
in South Africa. 

The real economic and political metropolis 
of the huge commonwealth of Australia— 
that is, Melbourne—is indebted for its name 
to that Lord Melbourne who was the first 
prime minister of Queen Victoria's reign, as 
well as her mentor and instructor in state- 
craft.

Lady Molesworth, who met wiih such an 
extraordinary death on Friday jast, suc- 
cumbing within a quarter of an hour to the 
sting of a wasp on her juguiar vein, had 
been for the last forty years one of the 
best known American women in London so- 
ciety married to Engtishmen ol vitie. 

Hailing from St. Louis, Mo., and daughter 
of the late Gen. Marsh Frost of the Uaited 
States army, she was just turned 20 when 
she married the 22 year old Sir Lewis Moles- 
worth, eleventh holder of a baionetcy be- 
stowed by William III. upon Sir Hender 
Molesworth for his services as captain gen- 
eral of Jamaica, and chief of the younger 
branch of a4 family headed by Viscount 
Molesworth and founded by Sir Walter 
Molesworth, one of the companions of Ed- 
ward I. in his crusade in the Holy Land. 

Whereas the Lords Molesworth have been 
identified with the counties of Rutland and 
Huntingdon, and have now their country 
seat in the Isle of Thanet, the Molesworth 
baronets have made their homes since the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth in Cornwaii, where 
they have been established at Trewarthenick 
for over 300 years. 

— 

It is at Trewarthenick that Lady Moles-. 
worth has met death. But where she will 
be chiefly remembered is in London, her 
house in Great Cumberland place be.ng re- 
nowned throughout more than a generation 
for its hospitalities, and also for its card 
playing. 

This was especially the cass during the 
lifetime of her husband, Sir Lewis Moles- 
worth, who was extremely fond of cards and 
the hero of some sensational wins at Brook's. 
and the Turf club, of which institution he 
was a Pillar. 

Lady Molesworth also shared her hus- 
band’s fondness for racing, and when he 
kept a stable took an active interest in its 
management and its successes, which were 
numerous. 

Clever, well read, brilliant, sunny tem- 
pered, full of life and spirits, ard always 
perfectly dressed, retaining to the last her 
good looks, she Was a general fa.iiie, her 
invitations being sought after. Among her 
frequent guests were King Wdward, when 
Prince of Wales, and his two sons.

Sir Lewis represented the Bodmin division 
of Cornwall for a number of yeurs in pariia- 
ment on the Conservative ticket; has a num- 
ber of relatives of his name mariied to Amer- 
icans, among them Col. Arthur Molesworth, 
whose wife is a daughter of the late Fourney 
Adams of Augusta, Me., and had as one of 
his immediate predecessors in the family 
honors Sir William Molesworta, secretary 
of state for the colonies, on? otf the most 
cantankerous and quarreisome men who has 
ever held cabinet office. 

Sir William began early in that line. He 
remains on record as the oniy undergraduate 
of the University of Cambridee who ever 
challenged his tutor to a duel. 

He went over to Boulogne with h!s seconds 
and his pistols to await developm: its. The 
tutor, however, stayed at Cambridge, and 
Sir William Molesworth did not—that is to 
say, he was “sent down,” or expelled, for 
sending a cartel to a college don. 

He founded the London Revicw, 6f which

ENTERED AS A “REGULAR.” 


Seeks to Learn Treatment Accorded to 
Society’s Outcasts. 


Auburn, N. Y., Sept. 20.—{Special.]—Thom- 
@s Mott Osborne, reformer and philanthro- 
pist, also chairman of the state commissiom 
on prison reform, entered Auburn prison this 
morning, lost his identity, and is now inside 
the walls as Tom Brown. 

His transformation within a few hoursinto 
a “vic,” accomplished at his _own behest in 
order that he may study prison conditions 
first hand, is complete so far as physical ap- 
pearance and his own cbedience to every rule 
of the institution {s concerned. 


Enters as Regular Convict. 

He walked into the prison office this morn- 
ing in time to be put through the routine of 
entry with Harry Mitchell, a receiver of 
stolen goods from Jefferson county, who 
came here to do a “ bit” of two years and 
seven months. 
Mr. Osborne, who assumed the elias of 
Thomas Brown, was bathed, examined by 
the prison physicians, outfitted in a sult of 
gray with gray cap, prison shoes, heavy, 
coarse socks, and underwear, and was as- 
signed to the “idle company,” convicts, 
whose temperamental disabilities prevent 
their being put into regular jobs because of 
their tendency to make trouble. With this 
gang he worked part of the day moving furni- 
ture, transporting supplies, and doing vari- 
ous errands and tasks about the buildings.

"betel the other day the “ highbrows” 

were all for the commission form of 
government—as many of them still are. 
But under that arrangement, if a commis- 
sioner, vested with practically supreme 
authority in one great branch of the gov- 
ernment, goes to the bad, it is a difficult 
matter to get a good man in his place. 
He may, of course, be subject to the re- 
call—if that is part of the plan. But the 


recall, under the best conditions, is a slow, 


formal, and expensive matter. It involves 
the signing of petitions, a canvass of the 
city, and the setting up of all the machin- 
ery of a regular election. Even then a 
bad man may be sustained by the popular 
vote. 

If the general manager employed by a 
city council or board of trustees makes too 
many mistakes he may be dismissed just 
as promptly and with as little ceremony 
as the humblest street cleaner or clerk in 
the collector's office. There is also one 
great practical advantage. Any city coun- 
cil or village board of trustees, anywhere, 
is empowered to employ and fix the salary 
of such employés as it may deem neces- 
sary. It may therefore hire a general 
manager and put him to work without the 
long delay necessary to get a state consti- 
tution amended or special authority grant- 
ed by the state legislature.

CTING in that way, several years 
ago the mayor and city council of 
Staunton, Va., turned over practically all 
their authority to a general manager and 
found that under the new plan one dollar 


of public money went as far as two. 


dollars had gone before. 

In June, 1912, the eity of Sumter, 8. ©., 
went a step farther. It got a special act 
passed through the state legislature, and 
in pursuance of it elected three commis- 
gioners, in whom was vested all the legis- 
lative and executive powers of the city 
government, with instructions to employ 
a city manager at a good salary and put 
him to work. So far Sumter, with its 
10,000 people, is more than satisfied with 
its experiment. 

Now comes Dayton, O., with 125,000 
population, and after a couple of heated 
campaigns adopts the Sumter plan in its 
entirety. In May last, taking advantage 
of the amendment to the state constitu- 
tion, the city voted overwhelmingly in favor 
of the adoption of a new charter. In 
August a charter, prepared by a citizens’ 
committee of fifteen, and providing for the 
election of five commissioners, who shall 
appoint a general manager, was submitted 
to the people for approval and ratified by 
an overwhelming rote. 

—— 
[* November next the first five commis- 

sioners will be elected, and on Jan. 1, 
1914, Dayton will pass under their control. 
The initiative, referendum, and recall are 
fMmcorporated in the new charter, and it is 
provided that no party emblems shal! 
appear on the ballots. 

Meanwhile in Denver, with 215,000 
people, commission government is being 
tried with certain changes and additions 
which make it more far reaching than any 
other experiment in the country. In the 
Colorado metropolis five commissioners 
have taken over all the legislative and 
executive powers and duties of all the 
former officials of both the city and county 
of Denver, including some thirty officials 
and boards who were formerly elected. 

Bven the titles of the departments over 
which the five commissioners respectively 
reign are suggestive of the new spirit 
which seems to animate the new form of 
municipal government: one of the most 
important of the five is called the depart-

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fact, a preposterous abnormality. The doctor 
has cited to him the hideous consequences of a 
marriage in less than threé years, and has on 
horror’s head horros accumulated.

An odious and deadful panorama of 
foul miseries and disfigurations is unrolled be- 
fore him, but still will he be married at once. 
He is fond of his betrothed, and, besides, she 
has money.

e play is fortified by the excellent acting 
of Mr. Bennett, the star, in the ungrateful role 
of the victim—a delicately lightened portrayal 
of that carnal cad. Also by the playing of the 
others, particularly Miss Olive Templeton 
as the wife—from the charming ingenuous- 
ness of the second act’s beginning until its 
frightful finish, which she achieves with 
startling power. This second act is rather 
absurd in its labored ramifications, the quar- 
rel with the nurse who holds the family secret 
being a bit too improbable.

HE play. “ Damaged Goods,” is in three 
acts. The first is a dialogue between 
the physician and the young man, who, 
though infected with venereal disease, in- 
sists on going on with his marriage. 

In the second it develops that the child of 
the young man has inherited syphilis. This be- 
comes known first to the grandmother of the 
baby, then to the wet nurse, and finally to the 
mother. 

In the third act the physician, in an éxtensive 
dialogue, tells of venereal disease and immor- 
ality to the young man’s father, a leading mem- 
ber of congress. 

The opportunity for acting of the usual type 
comes only in the second act. It is the part of 
the dramatic critics to analyze that act. 

a 

The first and third acts are constructed so 
as to give the physician an opportunity to tell 
the audience a great many facts and to Jo a 
great deal of philosophizing and moralizing on 
the subjects of venereal disease inheritance, 
eugenics, immorality, the sex question, and ig- 
norance of physiology and biology, as well as 
ignorance of sociology. 

The outstanding fact was that the audience 
hung on the first and third acts. The dla- 
logue was very wordy, very preachy; in fact, 
very everything that could naturally be ex- 
pected to send the play to the cannery.

What does it mean? It means that authori- 
tative information on the subject discussed in 
the play has more power of appeal than the 
most dramatic acting of the most dramatic 
situations by the most capable of actors. 

And .the meaning that lies back of that 
meaning is that the people will no longer be 
party to a conspiracy of silence. As I see. it, 
this, with other instruments now in our hands, 
will presently put venereal disease into the 
list of disappearing diseases from which it 
will in time pass into the list of. disappeared 
diseases, 

The hundreds who were present at this 
opening performance and the hundreds of 
thousands who will see the play during tho 
run want to know whether the facts given in 
the play are correct. They are—at least three 
are—somewhat controversial, but the discov- 
erles since the play was written have con- 
firmed the statements of Brieux. 

_ 

There is some controversy as to whether a 
father can infect his child without infecting 
the mother. In the dialogue between the phy- 
sician and the father, when the man of medi- 
cine is persauding the father to have the wife 
take back her husband, he says, “She has 
nothing more to fear,” indicating that she 
was already infected, although she did not 
know it, and probably there was no sign by 
which she could have known it—at least no 
test known at the time the play was written. 

As to whether a wet nurse can be infected 
by an infected baby, there is controversy, but 
the discoveries of recent years are settling 
this controversy so as to confirm the position 
taken by Brieux. 

Some of the effects of inherited syphilis as 
given by Brieux might be denied by authori- 
ties, but no one will say that the author has 
made the effects less terrible than they are. 
The listener will be wise to accept the facts 
as they are given, not dimming them by split- 


ting hairs.

The entire town, or as many of them as can 


get in the theater, will be wise jf they will 
see this play and soak up as much Informa- 
tion and as many sound principles as they are 
capable ‘of carrying away. 

The best possible answer to those who be- 
lieve. that such subjects should not be pre- 
sented in the theater is the preface to the 
three plays by Shaw.

An announcement was made at the theater 
that the people in control of it were afraid to 
incur the resentment which seemed certain to 
follow a public performance of a one act piece 
entitled “ Russia” that had been imported from 
Paris, and “The Eternal Mystery,” written by 
George Jean Nathan of this city. 

No sign of what must have been the feeling 
of the invited audience was shown during the 
rehearsal, but immediately afterward friends of 
the managers who were present advised them 
not to risk incurring the public’s resentment by 
producing the two plays. 

Three of the plays given at rehearsal will be 
retained when the Princess finally opens. They 
are “The Bride” and “Hn Deshabille,” both of 
which are risque short comedies; and “The 
Mask,” which at the rehearsal was as revolting 
as either “ Russia” or “ The Eternal Mystery,” 
although it was free from the undisguised blas- 
phemy of the last two. 

The scene of “ Russia” was a brothel in St. 
Petersburg. A Jewish priest, made to represent 
unmistakably the Savior, is driven into the 
place by Russian soldiers. One of the inmates, 
who has become a repentant Magdalene, at- 
tempts to conceal him under her bed, but he is 
discovered, dragged out, and crucified to the 
wall by the soldiers. While dying he speaks the 
words of the Savidr on the cross. 

“The Eternal Mystery” showed the dying 
moments of a consumptive infidel. After utter- 
ing blasphemies against Christianity and the 
Bible, he mistakes the shadow of his child's kite 
cast on the wall for the miracle of the appear- 
ance of the cross and then dies repentant. 

When the Princess theater first opened last 
spring its program carried an announcement 
which indicated the kind of plays its intended 
to produce by warning the public that the pat- 
ronage of immature persons was not desired,

ra S there a chance for me?’ So many 
women ask me that, and my greatest 
happiness is to be able to say, truth- 
fully, that there is. There always is. 
That's one of the wonderful things 
about the home workers. They're not ex- 
clusive. They want every one to have the 
advantage that they have had, and they all 
do everything in their power to give those 

advantages to other women. 

Here's a letter that will fill your heart with 
the assurance that there is a chance for you: 

“I’ve made such a success of my home work 
that I want to share that success with every 
other woman in the world. I wish that I could 
tell everyone how I have been able te earn 
enough money to take much better care of 
myself than I used to be able to when I 
worked downtown all of the time and came 
home too tired to be able to do anything ex- 
cept go to bed. 

“TI used to be a stenographer, and I earned 
$12 a week. Three of that I paid for a room 
with light housekeeping privileges. My meals 
were taken wherever I happened to be, and 
that was usually at any convenient little res- 
taurant where things didn’t cost much. I 
never had enough to eat of the good everyday 
things except when I went to the home of the 
only girl I knew really well.

“One night when I came home to my little 
hall bedroom everything seemed so lonely, and 
the vision of a home seemed so wonderful 
that I just made up my mind that I'd risk 
everything I had and have a home for a little 
while. So I looked around the next day for a 
small fiat that wouldn't cost much, and I spent 
all of my savings in a secund hand store for 
furniture, Then I told this girl friend of 
mine what I had done, and asked her if she 
knew of two nice girls who would like to 
come and board with me. She did, and they 
came as soon as I was settled.

“I gave up my position after two weeks and 
started right in to be a housewife. I made all 
of the bakery goods that I could, and I sent 
them down to the market place. I couldn't 
well support myself on the money that came 
from my two boarders. They each paid $6.50 
a week, and the rent of the flat was $20 a 
month. But I knew that I could make a suc- 
cess of my baking if I'd ever gét a chance 
to do it.

How to Use Grapes. 

Every fall, when I am in the country, I 
wonder at the wild grapes and hard green 
It must be be- 
cause people do not know how to use them. 

We gather the grapes, look them over with- 
out stemming, ard wash thoroughly. Fill a 
large kettle half full, mash with a potato 
masher until the juice runs, add more grapes 
and mash until the kettle is full. Then cover

and cook slowly, .stirring frequently. In this 
way no water is added except what is left on 
from the washing. When the grapes cook to 
pieces, strain off the juice though a muslin 
bag. It.can then be made into jelly by the 
usual method or canned for drinking. 

If the latter, bring again to a boil and seal 
at once, which gives a pure grape juice to be 
sweetened and diluted with equal parts of 
water when drunk, or before sealing add a 
quart of water and cup of sugar to each quart 
of juice. 

The wild crabapple should be washed with | 
a vegetable brush and, if large, cut in half. | 
Then fill a kettle nearly full and cover with 
water. Cover and cook slowly about two hours. 
A fireless cooker is good for them. When per- | 
fectly soft, drain through a jelly bag. This | 
juice makes fine jelly; also half crabapple and | 
half wild grape makes good jelly. i 

For a delicious jelly to serve with meat boll 
5 cents’ worth each of stick cinnamon, whole 
cloves, and whole allspice with the juice, strain- 
ing out the spices when the sugar is added. 
In addition a quantity of this juice may be 
canned and jelly made fresh in the winter. The 
next summer add one-fourth crabapple juice to 
the juice of strawberries, raspberries, bilack- 
berries, currants, or tame grapes to make a firm 
jelly without changing the flavor, or a larger 
proportion of crabapple if you want the mixed 
flavor.

Here is an idea for the women who read this 
column for a pretty ahd useful article: Get | 
six yards of four inch satin ribborm at 19 cents 
a yard—one yard each of these colors: Pale 
blue, pale pink, yellow, white, lavender, and 
nile green. Cut into two inch lengths. This 
will make eighteen lengths of each color. Sew 
up two sides and put a@ little cotton wadding 
and a pinch of good sachet in each and sew 
up the other side. Put a tiny safety pin in 
each. Put ome of each color together in a 
stack and tie with baby ribbon as you would a 
box. Make a tiny rosebud of a scrap of chif- 
fon, white or pink, and sew onto the end of the 
ribbon that is tied. You can sell these for 
76 cents a set and make a profit.

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Business of Life Should Be 
Aim of All, Woman Says. 


N appeal for a change in the educational 

system for women which will place iess 

emphasis upon the acquisition of lan- 

guages and “ cultural” subject and more 

upon the “ business of life,” is made by 
Mrs. Laura Clarke Rockwood of Iowa City, Ia., 
who writes in the current issue of the American 
Journal of Sociology on “A Woman's Handicap 
in Efficiency.” 

Mrs. Rockwood states she was successively a 
student in a co-educational institution, a teach- 
er, and a wife with children. From her own ex- 
perience she found that the average girl college 
graduate knows nothing whatever about the 
fundamental facts of human relationship.

“It is customary,” she writes, “for a father 
to ask of a young man who comes to claim his 
daughter: ‘What are your business qualifica- 
tions? Are you capable of supporting a home? 
With equal justice the mother of the prospect- 
ive bridegroom might ask the bride to be: 
‘What are your qualifications for the business 
of homemaker? Are you capable of maintain- 
ing @ home efficiently and of raising children 
who shall be physically, mentally, and morally 
sound?’ 

“My future mother-fn-law did not ask these 
questions, so I passed into matrimony. I have 
been trying to make a success of it with the 
resources at hand, and I am free to confess, 
after an effort extending over several years, 
that I realize that the successful homemaker 
needs to be a much more capable and balanced 
individual than in my college days ever 
imagined.

“When in the early days of my married life 
I spoiled an expensive aluminum roasting pan 
by trying to clean it with lye, I wished for 
some scientific information of more practical 
bearing than the knowledge of the circula- 
tion of an earthworm. 

“I felt the same need when little John was 
brought in senseless from a fall from the barn. 
Somehow nothing from Homer or Virgil seemed 
quite suitable inthe extremity. Again and 
again in treating cuts of childhood and adult 
life I have wished for an intelligent course in 
emergency nursing. 

“The need seems clear and the path of rem- 
edy plain. The difficulty for the next few years 
will be to find teachers of college and university 
grade with high ideals and broad culture, with 
wide training and successful experience in home 
life, who because of these qualifications are 
thus capable of removing from woman this 
handicap in her efficiency, by giving her suit- 
able education for her work in the world.”

Widow Gives to World 
Tolstoi’s Notes to Her. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 


T. PETERSBURG, .Sept. 29.—The widow 
of Count Tolstoil, the famous novelist, 
has published 656 of her late husband's 
letters to her. Stre-s&ys in a preface that 
it is her desire to give all who cherish 

her husband’s memory access to what was dear- 
est to him in life. 

Nine letters are withheld, three because they 
concern living persons and the last six he wrote 
because the countess thinks that the time for 
their publication has not arrived. 

The whole correspondence seems to establish 
beyond question that the late count had a tender 
affection for his wife to the end of his life. 

The letters begin with a proposal of marriage 
and cover the period of the betrothal of the 
count and countess and many years of wedded 
life. They were rarely apart, but the count 
seems to have written to his wife no matter 
how brief the time of their separation, even 
sending her notes while he was attending bee- 
hives some miles from their house. 

The letters abound in expressions of pas- 
sionate affection. They also touch every side of 
Count Tolstoi’s life and spiritual growth in ad- 
dition to various protests against the conditions 
of family life, as well as traces of the domestic 
struggle in which his views respectings chil- 
dren, personal labor, and the ownership of lit- 
erary work involved him.

I glory in the water, but by no means 

in the soap. Many women, especially 

those whose skins are greasy, will find 
their skins softer, whiter, and healthier by 
emitting soap from their facial ablutions alto- 
gether. The reason is the drfmficulty in obtain- 
ing a perfectly “neutral” soap; that is, one 
that contains no excess of alkali, and one that 
has in it no rancid fat globules, injurious 
oil, coloring matter, or irritating foreign 
substances. 

It is no new discovery that soaps are made 
by the action of a powerful alkali, caustic soda, 
or caustic potash, usually on fat. The cheap- 
est and almost universal method is to dq this 
in the “cold way,” instead of by the old 
process of boiling and “salting out.” Un- 
fortunately the “cold way” is one of those 
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fed. Both of these ingredients are harmful 
i to the skin, leaving it rough, tender, and apt 
Ito pimple. It is better to. use no soap at all 
' than one which has these injurious qualities. 
i so

sweet tallow or oil, by a strong solution of soda,

Soap can be perfumed to suit any taste, 
and so long as this is done by the natural 
odorous portions of the plants there is no 
cause for conpplaint. But many of the toilet 
soaps sold are perfumed by the artificial 
essences derived from fusel oil ana petroleum, 
the effects of which upon a fine complexion 
are occasionally acrid and unpleasant,

HAT is the middle ground between be- 

ing overcareful and overcareless about 

what we eat, and how? We all know 

of families where eating is more or 

less of a misery, and all are miserable, 
because too much and gloomy attention is given 
to the menu. We know scores of people to 
whom frequent and sudden illnesses are com- 
mon. They are caused purely and simply by 
mistakes in eating. 

In reference to matters of health as con- 
nected with food, and all matters of health are 
connected with food and in a most vital way, 
there are many difficulties besides lack of 
knowledge, fixed habits, and prejudices to over- 
come. 

Authorities differ on many points; therefore 
it is not easy to get at the simple, fundamental 
things upon which they all agree. Then again 
scientific interest in food is new. It is just 
about the age of preventive medicine, which 
is young. 

However, even when men know the right, it 
takes strength of mind to behave right in refer- 
ence to this truly moral matter of eating right. 
Then there is another lion in the path; we can- 
not get our food covuked right.

havior of ourselves,

We suffer from sour stomach, from uric acid 
troubles, and have no end of discomfort be- 
cause we have acid forming habits. Therefore 
we ought to know what acids in foods will do 
under such circumstances. Rheumatic troubles 
begin at this time of year because people do not 
understand that they ought not to eat two 
acid foods at one meal, let us say tomatoes and 
peaches. 

If a man has the habit of férming acids he 
ought as much as possible to let other acids 
alone, but if he does not, he ought to eat an 
abundance of those foods which contain cle- 
ments that carry the acids in a safe form. 

Although authorities disagree as to what 
uric acid does in the system, no one of them 
says that it is a good thing to have. It ex- 
presses itself in headaches, in neuralgia, and in 
rheumatism. But just as long as we can keep 
the uric acid in our system locked up, it has 
been described as being as “safe as a church.” 

The form in which it is locked up is called 
a “urate,” or a uric acid salt.. All the uric 


3 


acid salts are lightly held together so that 
the acid in them is easily set free if some 
other acid is taken into the system which, as 
it were, knocks the uric acid out, to wander 
around freely, the other acid taking its place. 

An inevitable result of the breaking down of 
food so that the blood oan take up the differ- 
ent nutritive elements in it is the formation 
of uric acid, which is a rank poison, and people 
not infrequently die of uremic poisoning. An 
excessive protein or meat diet leads to the 
formation of this poison in excess of what the 
body can possibly get rid of, and so illness and 
often death result. 

-?- 

A large amount of green vegetables will sup- 
ply the urates which carry the uric acid safely 
until it can be excreted. One of the best of 
these is spinach, which should be used the year 
around, or some other greens should take its 
place. It ‘should be cooked in  consaiderable 
water, otherwise it will be bitter, but that 
water should always be used for sauces or soup. 

It is good with a great number of meats as 
a garnish. From a nation which is never with- 
out its daily greens, I translate the following: 

“Epinach is a vegetable, salubrious, refresh- 
ing, soothing, laxative. and of easy digestion 
when it is chopped. Boiled and chopped fine it 
can be prepared in divers modes: 1. With 
butter alone, salt and pepper, adding a little 
meat juice or some tablespoons of broth or 
cream. 2. With a small amount of onion 
chopped fine and cooked in butter. 3. Just as 
in No. 1, with butter, salt and pepper and then 
a pinch of grated cheese. ‘4. With butter, a 
small quantity of oil (few drops), and then to- 
mato juice.”

After the Union Pacific distribution matter the 
outiook for the Steel corporation under the new 
tariff is the leading topic of discussion in the 
financial district. Whichever infifence has been 
greatest in bringing about the decline in Steel, 
real selling, liquidation of a speculative character. 
or short sales, it ia quite obvious that the stock 
is in a strategically weak position. It is open 
to attack. The general opinion in the street 
is that with reduced tariffs on Steel products 
the corporation will have to reconcile itself to 
considerably lower prices. 

How much lower these prices will be and 
whether business next year will be sufficient to 
leave a margin of profit sufficient to offset fixed 
charges, provide for enormous depreciations, and 
pay dividends at the present rate is uncertain 
enough to discourage speculation for the rise at 
the present.

The rumors of a special distribution by the 
Union Pacific company, to be followed by a reduc- 
tion in the annual dividend to 8 or maybe T per 
cent, ig scarcely a favorable argument for the 4 
per cent convertible bonds. These bonds, of which 
there are $38,738,800, are convertible into com- 
mon stock at 175 up to July, 1917. Union Pacific 
as a 7 or 8 per cent stock would hardly sell any-~ 
where near a level to make the conversion privi- 
lege worth considering just at present. 

The bonds are now selling around 98, and could 
be converted into stock at a profit not very far 
above today’s high mark. Should an extra divi- 
dend be declared and Union Pacific stock move up 
further some of the bondholders might convert 
and take the dividend.
